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Using election-year platform 


U.S. bishops bring gospel 
values to political issues 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
Catholic Church in the U.S. will 
speak out strongly on major 
political issues in 1976 but will 
not endorse particular .candi- 
dates, according to a major 
policy statement issued here by 
the administrative board of the 
‘U.S. Catholic Conference 
(USCC). 

A firm stand on_ several 
controversial issues from abor- 
tion to military expenditures 
made up a significant portion of 
‘the document, ‘‘Political Re- 
‘sponsibility: Reflections on an 
Election Year,’’ released Feb. 
15;

- and social -justice,”’ 


voting bloc,’’ said the board, the 
top public policy arm of the U. Si 
bishops, noting that it did not 
intend to instruct Catholics how 
to vote. 


But the board deplored in- 
creasing voter apathy: stressing 
that Christians are ‘‘called to 
become informed, active and 
responsible Participants in the 
political process.’ 


The board carefully Aéseribed 
its position on political involve- 
ment, asserting that the 
Church’s efforts in this area 
“‘unfortunately...are sometimes 
misunderstood.”’ 


IT SAID the Chureh has a 
ministry of ‘‘advocating the 
critical. values of human rights 
and this 
mission ‘‘requires it to relate 
positively to the political order, 
since social injustice and the 
denial of human rights can often 
be remedied only through gov- 
ernmantal action.”’ 


At the same time it noted that 
‘‘specific political proposals do 
not in themselves constitute the 
gospel,’’ and the purpose of the 
Church as an institution is to 
promote understanding of ‘‘the 
important link between faith and 
politics.”’ 

This role, 
‘‘includes: 


the - board said, 


—‘‘education regarding the 


teachings of the Church and the 
responsibilities of the faithful; 


—‘‘analysis of issues for their 
pecial ‘and moral dimensions; 


“measuring public policy 
against gospel values; 


—“‘participating with other 
concerned parties in debate over 
public policy; 

—‘‘speaking out with cour- 
age, skill and concern on public 
issues, involving human rights, 
social -justice.’’ 


On abortion, the board re- 
peated the bishops’ rejection of 
the 1973 Supreme Court ruling 
overturning most state restric- 
tions on abortion and their 
support of a constitutional 
amendment ‘‘to restore the 
basic constitutional protection of 
the right to life for the unborn 
child.”’ 


REFERRING TO the econ- 
omy, the board said: ‘“‘Our 
national economic: life _ must 
reflect broad values of social 
justice and human rights.’’ It 
repeated the bishops’ -support 
for ‘‘a national commitment to 
genuine full employment,’’ for 
*“‘meaningful employment,’’ and 


for ‘‘a decent income policy’’ for 


those unable to work. s 
On the educational front, 
noting that all persons have ‘‘an 
inalienable right to education,”’ 
the board backed:

vate funding’ to provide an 
adequate education for all U.S. 
citizens, and educational assist- 
ance in foreign aid programs; 


—government and voluntary . 


action to reduce inequalities in 
educational opportunity and to 
improve opportunities for the 
pos 

“‘orderly conipliance with le- 
ae requirements for racially 
integrated schools’’; 


—voluntary efforts to increase 
integration in public and non- 
public schools; 

—‘‘equitable tax support’’ for 
pupils in both public and 
nonpublic schools. 


- The board said food policy — 


relates to the basic ‘‘right to 
eat,’’ and it urged a national 
policy in which U.S. aid ‘‘seri- 
ously combats hunger and 
malnutrition on a global basis.’’ 


The document asks for a 
domestic policy. that meets: the 
needs of the hungry, supports 
food stamps,.and broadens child 
nutrition programs, and on 
agricultural policy that ‘“‘pro- 
motes full production and an 
adequate, just return for farm- 
ers.” 


‘DECENT HOUSING i is also “‘a 


basic human right,’’ the board. 


said, repeating the bishops’ 
support for national commitment 


to providing ‘‘a decent home for 
every American family.’’ 


On human rights, the board 
argued that the ‘‘pervasive 
presence of American power’’ 
around the globe gives the U.S. 


‘a special duty to see that its 


foreign policy ‘‘gives greater 
weight’’ to protection of human 
rights in other nations. 


On mass media, while oppos- 
ing government control over 
television programming, the 
board urged that ‘‘broadcasters, 
government, private business 
and representatives of the 
viewing public seek effective 
ways to ensure accountability”’ 
in broadcasting policy. 


THE BOARD challenged ,ex- 
cessive military expenditures, 
saying, ‘‘We support a policy of 
arms limitation as a necessary 
step to general disarmament 
which is a_ prerequisite to 


international justice and peace.”’ 


Other policy issues of serious 
concern, the board said,-include 
“the civil and political rights of 


‘racial and ethnic groups, wom- 


en, the elderly and working 
families...health care for all...re- 
form of our criminal ‘justice 


system...protection of the land 
and the environment...(and) the 
monumental question of peace 
‘in the world.’’

Plaza living with view 
Patrons have

“Living right downtown makes us feel like 
millionaires,’’ claims 79-year-old F.A. 
““Bud’’ Fisher. Mrs.- Fisher, 77, ‘agrees 
wholeheartedly, and they are both grateful 
to the diocese for making their new lifestyle 
possible. 

And, according to the couple, that ritzy 
feeling is only one of the good points of their 
new home, Cathedral Plaza, the high-rise 
apartment building for the elderly built by 
the diocese next door to St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral, San Diego. 


THE FISHERS were among the first 
senior citizens to move into the complex 
when it was completed last fall. Contained in 


-Cathedral Plaza’s 16 stories are 74 


one-bedroom apartments, such as the one 
where the Fishers are living, and 150 studio 
apartments. 


Though open to people of all ethnic 
groups, faiths and income levels, many of 
the residents are Catholic and a featured 
attraction of plaza living is the proximity of 
the cathedral. ‘‘Just go down the elevator, 
step out the front door and you are there,’ 
Fisher said. 


Convenience for the elderly is a strong 
point generally. ‘‘The downtown area is 
within easy walking distance and the bus 
service in this section of the city is 
excellent,’’ Mrs. Fisher points out. 


ALTHOUGH THE Fishers have their own 
car, many of the residents no longer drive 
and transportation can sometimes prove to 
be a problem. ‘‘But there is a ‘Dial-a-Ride’ 
service for senior citizens that will take them 
shopping twice a week, and that helps,”’ 
Fisher said. im 


They note, though, that is would be nice if 
one of the convenient mini-stores could 


‘ritzy’ feeling 

locate in the area not only for plaza 
residents, but also for residents of Luther 
Towers and the Presbyterian Westminster 


Manor, apartment complexes for the elderly 
within two blocks of Cathedral Plaza. 


‘Living expenses, especially the cost of 
housing, are often the source of real 
problems for elderly people living on fixed 


incomes. One purpose of the plaza is to . 


Stabilize the cost of housing at a price senior 
citizens can afford. Rents are based on a 
percentage of income ranging upwards from 
$106 monthly for a studio and $115 monthly 
for a one-bedroom apartment. 


THE COST OF utilities is included in the 
rent. “‘Our only housing expense apart from 
rent is our telephone bill,’’ Fisher said. 


“© “The Fishers are satisfied with the size of 


their home too, although to younger eyes 
their apartment seems a bit small. Included 
in the floor plan are a kitchenette, a 
comfortably-sized living room, the bedroom 
and a bath. 


“But when you get older,’’ Mrs. Fisher 
explains, “space isn’t that important, and 
we find this plenty roomy for us.’’ And she 
pointed with pride to the unusually large 
amount of closet space built into the small 
unit. 


AND WHAT THE apartments lack in size, 
they make up for in atmosphere, the Fishers 
explain. “‘The people in the complex are 
nice, and we have made many new friends,’’ 
Fisher said. 


Mrs. Fisher points out that the views of 
San Diego Bay and the Coronado Bridge are 
lovely, “‘especially at night when the city is 
fully lighted. And the sunsets are absolutely 
gorgeous,’’ she added.

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Growing number of girls now 
have babies, not abortions 


National pro-life organizations have 
succeeded in making abortion a campaign 
issue, but this comes as no surprise to Sister 
Barbara Welliver, director of the diocesan 
Un-Wed Mother Program. She has been 
witness to the increasing success of the 
pro-life effort on the local scene for more 
than five years. 


‘Their program is really effective,’’ Sister 
Barbara, a member: of the diocesan 
community of the Holy Spirit, said. ‘‘And I 
see the results of it particularly on the high 
school level. Many of the girls who come to 
me have heard pro-life talks in school and 
this has been a strong influence in their 
decision to have their babies rather than 
consider abortion.” 


SISTER BARBARA has been conducting 
her program through Catholic Family 


Service since 1970, with an average annual | 


case-load of 45 girls whom she counsels, 
offers pre-natal care, referral or shelter 
during their pregnancy. Not only are more 
girls deciding to have their babies, but they 
are making more specific requests for 
Catholic adoptive parents. 


When a girl selects the alternative of 
adoption, she is given the prerogative of 
stipulating the kind of home, type of family 
and educational, religious and social 
requirements she would prefer for her child. 
Every effort is made to meet these wishes at 
the time adoption takes place. 


Although Sister Barbara does not handle 


adoption processes herself—couples wishing 
to adopt must work through regular agencies 
such as the Children’s..Home Society of 
California—she works in close association 
with the agencies. An important part of her 
work, she feels, is to be able to give each 
young mother a description of the family into 
which she is relinquishing her child and 
reassure her as to the future opportunities. 


IT IS NATURAL and commendable that a 
Catholic girl should want her child brought 
up in a Catholic home and should definitely 
be encouraged, but, Sister Barbara said, it 
could lead to a ‘“‘slight problem’’ in the 
future. Although to date it has been possible 
to place each child in a Catholic home where 


the mother has requested it, there is a limit 
to the number of Catholic families applying 
to adopt babies. 


“There is. the likelihood—although it. is 
not imminent—that the demand for Catholic 
homes could outstrip the number available,”’ 
she said. ‘‘The usually long waiting list of 
adoptive Catholic parents is steadily being 
used up.”’ 


Sister Barbara stressed that privacy is a 
very important consideration during the 
adoption process. Exhaustive measures are 
taken to protect both the natural mother and 
the new parents and confidences are strictly 
observed. Although religious affiliation is a 
major priority she said, the size of the 
family, age of existing children, if any, and 
family relationships also rank high on the list 
of considerations, as do specific levels of 
social standing and education. 


ABOUT 80 per cent of the girls who 
contact Sister Barbara are Catholic. Usually, 
by the time she sees them, abortion is not an 
issue. If it is, the pressure is very likely from 
the parents or the father of the child. ~ 


Each applicant to the Un-Wed Mother 
Program is interviewed and catefully 
screened to’ discern which of  sevéral 
alternatives might best suit her personality 
and situation. 


Some girls remain at home with their 
families during pregnancy or accept 
placement with private families who offer 
home’ and care in return for light 
housekeeping duties. There is limited 
accommodation in a house provided by the 
diocese ‘“‘but usually this is filled to 
capacity,’’ Sister Barbara said. ‘‘This last 
year, in particular, any vacancy has been 
filled immediately.”’ 


THIS DOES NOT suggest that more girls 
are becoming pregnant, she said, but that 
more are determined to go through with 
their pregnancies for the sake of the baby. 


In the first years during which Sister 
Barbara has been directing the program in 
San Diego, an estimated 500 young women 
have availed themselves of the services 
offered by her program. 


Parish census among Synod — 


plans approved

The final policies of Synod II, approved by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher just prior -to the 
“‘commencement’’ Mass of the Synod, 
include recommendations from the commis- 
sions on evangelization, education, family 
life and youth. 


The establishment of a Mission Church 
Council is recommended, with its first duty 
to ‘“‘research and share methods of 
evangelization.”’ 


CONNECTED WITH this is the call for a 
parish census every three years ‘‘as a means 
of determining pastoral needs’. Where 
possible, the census ‘‘should be an 
ecumenical one,’’ according to the consider- 
ations given with the policy statement from 
the evangelization commission. 


The education commission policies ap- 
proved by the bishop include: the establish- 
ment of an adult religious. education 


. program in-the diocese; parish planning and 


accountability in educational programming, 
and that the handicapped be made ‘‘an 
integral part of the Church community by 
evaluating their needs and establishing 
programs and services for them’’. 


In addition, the education policies include 
one which states that each parish with 300 
supporting families or more ‘‘shall employ a 
full-time professional religious education 
coordinator,’’ and that no coordinator may 
be placed in a parish until interviewed and 
recommended by “‘total teaching mission’’. 


SPECIAL ATTENTION is called to the 
needs of pre-school children in parish 
education programs and to the need to bring 
parents more into all aspects of religious 
education for children. 


One policy states that every parish should 
provide sessions for parents whose children 
are being prepared for baptism, confession, 
Eucharist and confirmation ‘‘so that parents 
may truly become religious educators of 
their children’’. 


Minority education needs are highlighted 
by a policy which states the need for 
administrators and teachers ‘‘who are 
members of various ethnic groups such as 
Black, Filipino, Mexican American and 
Native American (Indian)’’.

MORE PROGRAMS locally and regionally 
“that integrate family units and assist family 
members in living fuller Christian lives’ are 
among recommendations of the family life 
commission. They also underline the need 
for marriage preparation programs, as well 
as the needs of one-parent families, the 
divorced, widowed and single adults. 


Strong emphasis on programs to strength- 
en families at all church levels comes from 
the policy which calls for ‘‘the environment, 
structure and encouragement for families 
and couples to get together ‘‘in supportive 
groups and discussion-problem solving 
groups. 


There is also a call for counseling services 
by Catholic Family Service to be made 
available on a regional level on a permanent 
basis. 


ON THE WORK of the diocesan 
(marriage) tribunal a policy of the family life 
commission demands that every marriage 
case should be submitted to the tribunal for 
review and that present policies of the 
tribunal should be publicized and periodical- 
ly reviewed. 


The youth commission policies include a 
recommendation for a department of youth 
ministry, _parish youth programs with 
coordinators at parish level, more training 
for those working with youth, and a variety 
of liturgies to fulfill the ‘‘many different 
needs on the parish level for youth’’. 


The commission also states there is a need 
for a detailed study to look at the ‘religious, 
emotional and intellectual formation of the 
junior high school age student.’’ 


FATHER PHILLIP Straling, executive 
secretary of the Synod, told SC that these 
complete all the policies submitted to Bishop 
Maher and approved. Members of each of 
the 14 Synod commissions have met with the 
bishop over all policies during recent 
months. 


“We shall soon compile all the policies 
and they will be published in a booklet as a 
permanent document,”’ said Father Straling. © 
The permanent record will also include the 
homily delivered by Bishop Maher at the 
recent Synod Mass and the narrative 
summaries of the Speak-up sessions of the 
Synod, he added.

Sanctity of marriage 


By consenting to marry, the spouses place 
themselves within an objective order and within 
an institution which transcends them and which 
does not depend on them for its existence or for - 

its laws. The idea- that matrimony is not 
maintained in its existence as juridical reality 


element, first among these, conjugal love, is 
diminished is false. This way of thinking must 
be absolutely dismissed. 


The marriage reality, on the juridical plane, 
subsists independently of love and_ persists 


even if love is extinguished. Marriage is not 
created by the free will of men, but by God. But 
the objective reality of marriage on the juridical 
plane in no way diminishes the importance and 
dignity of conjugal love. 

The richness of the values innate in marriage 
are not exhausted in its juridical elements. 
Conjugal love has a very high and irreplaceable 
function in marriage. Where love is lacking, the 
couple is deprived of a powerful spur for 
accomplishing all the tasks and obligations of 
the conjugal community, But if conjugal love is 
true, then a marriage can come into a being 
which is as perfect as possible.

Why is TV so bad? 


That is not an original headline. It appeared last 


- week in Newsweek, and bears consideration: There 


is little doubt that the most pervasive influence in 
our lives today is the picture tube. The point at 
issue is whether this power is used for the moral and 


intellectual benefit or the detriment of the viewers. : 


Instead of using the most powerful medium for 
the uplift of mankind, the television industry—in 
the United States particularly—has, with rare and 
notable exceptions, steadily followed a path of 
appealing to the lowest common denominator of 
human intelligence and attainment. 


It was put succintly in Newsweek thus: ‘/The 
video industry’s raison d’etre is not to deliver a 
show to an audience, but to deliver a market to an 
advertiser.’’ Advertisers are willing to pay up to 
$60,000 for a 30-second spot. on a program like 
“Sanford and Son,’’ which reaches 40 million 
viewers. And the most prized market is the 18-49 
age group, which has virtually grown up in the TV 
age. 

Perhaps it is time TV was-reminded of its public 
duty to cover the events of a community. The 
printed press. is expected to provide this service. Is 
not the same true of a medium which uses the 
public airwaves under license? — - 


While on the subject of commercialism and 
TV—watch out for. pressure to allow ads for 


contraceptives on the programs. It has already ~ 


happened in some areas and the National 
Association of Broadcasters is considering recom- 
mending a general move in this direction. Protests

Muggeridge forcasts 

Malcolm Muggeridge, who although was not 
Catholic, made himself a one-man promotion team 
for Mother Teresa of Calcutta, recently said the 


world’s moral shape is in similar condition to the 


time of the fall of the Roman Empire. And he, too, 
blames the media, particularly TV, for this state of 
affairs. 


He said parents would do well never to let their 
children watch TV. ‘‘The corruption of children is 
appalling,’’ he said. ‘‘On TV they see the family 
‘ridiculed, marital fidelity ridiculed and crass 
materialism: constantly being preached.’’ 


Muggeridge, 72, is former editor of the British 
human magazine Punch and author of a new book 
Jesus: the Man who lives. His story of Mother 
Teresa Something Beautiful for God is a best-seller. 
He calls life today ‘‘uncannily and obviously just 
like the collapse of the Roman Empire.’”’

We were talking...about forbear- 
ance and patience and all the great 
virtues of charity and tolerance that 
rise up to reproach us whenever we 
indulge in anger or resentment. 


Recently, as 1 was struggling to 
retain my equilibrium in the face of a 
person’s aggravating attitude, | began 
rummaging through a _ book of 


-— quotations in a random search for 
- some kind of reinforcement. 


“IF THOU wouldst be borne with, 
bear with others,’’ was one stern 
admonition. ‘‘Cultivate forbearance 
till your heart yields a fine crop of it,’’ 
was another—somewhat more ideal- 
istic. ‘‘It is a noble and great thing to 
cover the blemishes and excuse the 
failings of a friend, to draw a curtain 
before his stains and to display his 
perfection,’’ said another. 


Since at that point | could perceive 
little, if any, perfection in that 
particular friend, it was a relief to 
come across an admission that ‘‘to 
bear injuries meekly, patiently, 
prayerfully and with self-control, is 
more than taking a city.’’ 


But the quote which really appealed 


What was that again? 


to me was from Edmund Burke and it 
said simply, ‘‘There is a limit at which 
forbearance ceases to be a virtue.’’ 


SUCH IS THE perversity of human 
nature that, having seized upon this 


as perfectly applicable to my situa- - 
- tion, | immediately found forbearance 


no problem at all! The anger and 
resentment that had been buzzing 
through my head like a persistent bee, 
dissipated and that precarious equil- 
ibrium settled into an even balance. 


It was, | suppose, the kind of 
“reverse psychology’’ that is often 
very effective in dealing with emotion- 
al reactions. We become a little 
inhibited—rather ‘‘driven’’—in our 
basically honest efforts to be virtuous, 


and kind and understanding, under ° 


trying circumstances. Then, perhaps, 


it is the time to recognize that there is. 


another side to the coin. 


It is good for the disposition and 
probably for the soul, to remain 
cheerful and undeterred despite 
denigrating and insulting circum- 
stances, but is it possible that we may 
owe the other person ° something 
more? Do we not also owe them the 
service of indicating that their manner 


or actions are injurious or painful to 
use 


HOW, INDEED, would any of us 
know if our attitude were damaging to 
another, except for their adverse 
reaction? This is not to suggest that 
we should give vent to feelings of 
hostility and annoyance at the 
expense of someone else. But it might 
be helpful to recognize that sometimes 
virtue lies less in tolerance ‘than in 
intolerance. Or to admit that there will 
be times when, try as we will, it is 
well-nigh impossible not to feel hurt 
or at least experience a flash of anger! 

Oddly enough, it has been my 
experience that merely recognizing 
that even some virtues have their 


_limits, makes it easier to enact them - 


Accepting that one may at times have 
aperfectly good right to be impatient, 
offended or angry, somehow makes it 
possible to be more forgiving, more 
patient, and kinder. It is as though in 
defining the problem, we manage to 
conquer it. 

A friend who had for many years 


endured a particularly difficult marri- 
age confessed, one day, that she was 


- concerned by the thought that she had 


never ‘‘been given_a cross to bear’’ 
and wondered what great suffering 
might lie in-store for her. ‘‘Good 
Lord,’’ a relative said bluntly,- “What 
do you think your marriage has been 
all’'these years2’’ 


“REALLY, COULD that be my 
cross?’’ she cried, ‘‘Oh, knowing that 


will make it all so much easier to 


bear!’’ And apparently that is just 
what it did. 


Sometimes we make life more 
difficult by seeing with only half an’ 
eye, as my mother used to say. 
Looking with both eyes, there is a 
different perspective, we see things 
more of a whole. It is a fact that the 
human being is capable of great 
endurance and resilience, if he can 
see a purpose to suffering, or a reason 
for his problems. 


If this difficulty is ‘‘my cross’’, if 


forbearance is not always necessary, if 


| may be allowed to fall from virtue 
now and again—just-a little—how 
much easier it is to bear, to forbear or 
to be virtuous! 


It is comforting, but at the moment, 
| have forgotten what | was being 
forbearing about!

Abp. Jadot declares diocese ‘one of tops in U.S.’

The Apostolic Delegate, Archbishop Jean 
Jadot, finds the Diocese of San Diego ‘‘very 
different from what I expected.”’ In fact, he 
places it among the ranking dioceses of the 
nation. 


In an exclusive interview he told me: “‘I 

_ have been really very deeply impressed by 
the pastoral mentality, concern of the 
bishops, the priests and the laity I have met. 


‘T WOULD SAY that this diocese is one of 
the top dioceses in the United States for 
pastoral concern, pastoral work and_initia- 
tives,’” he added. 


Admitting that perhaps he has too much of

The archbishop said he has been very 
impressed by the leadership given by the 
bishops of the United States, and the 
spiritual life of priests. However, he finds 
the leadership is hampered by faults in the 
line of communications and that organization 
and management are given too much 
emphasis. 


“THE BISHOPS’ conference (USCC) is a 


-very strong organization, helping to give 


strong leadership,’’ he said. ‘‘This offers 
great hope for the future.’’ 


He named this as one of the strengths of 
the Church in the United States and added: 
“I am also very impressed by the priests. 
Not all of them, of course, but we have so 
many, particularly among the younger 
priests who are really praying men, alone 
and together. They are also working and 
praying together.’’ : 

He finds that Sisters, too, have ‘‘many 
positive aspects. They search also for a 
strong spiritual life. And the laity, too, show 
great prayerfulness.”’ 


HE COMMENTED particularly on the 


‘value of such movements as Charismatic 


Renewal, Marriage Encounter and Cursillo 
which he said help spiritual life to grow. ‘‘It 
is rather like the tip of the iceberg,’’ he said.

Judaism isolated itself from the rest of the 
world during this period when events were 
taking place in the ancient Near East that 
were destined to reorient the culture and 
history of the area for centuries to come. 


THESE EVENTS hinged upon the 
conquests of Alexander the Great, a 
Macedonian prince whose father, Philip, had 
imposed his control over most of the 
independent Greek states before his 
assassination in 336 B.C. Alexander 
succeeded to the throne at 18. 


-By the age of 20 Alexander had completed 
the unification of Greece and led an army 
across the Hellespont into Asia to pursue his 
father’s dream. of invading and conquering 
Persia. 


Within three years Alexander had 
subdued Persia and four years later 
controlled an empire extending from Greece 
to Egypt in the South and India in the East. 

WHEN HE DIED at 30, the Macedonian 
prince had not only imposed the external 
unity of military force upon the conquered 
lands but had also implanted the leaven of 
Hellenistic (Greek) culture. 


After his death, Alexander’s generals 


shattered the external unity by dividing up. 


the empire but the leaven of Hellenistic 
culture continued to permeate the Eastern 
Mediterranean world. 


Palestine fell under the control of the 
post-Alexandrian dynasties, the Ptolemies of 
Egypt and the Seleucids of Syria. Under the 
Ptolemies, Palestine absorbed much Hellen- 
istic culture, architecture and philosophy. It 
also acquired Greek as a second language. 
The Ptolomies’ determination to Hellenize 
stopped short of imposing Greek religious 
cult, however, and Judaism was tolerated. 


NOT SO UNDER the Seleucids when 
Palestine passed under the control of the 
Syrian dynasty in 198 B.C. It was under 
Antiochus IV that a systematic persecution 
of Judaism began.

Where the Holy Year is 


By Beryl Newman 


For most Catholics, the Holy Year came to an end with the 
last days of 1975, but for the people of Galicia, in the 
northwest corner of Spain, the Holy Year has just begun. 


In the magnificent Romanesque Cathedral of Santiago de 
Compostela, the Holy Door stands open to receive the 
pilgrims who, honoring a tradition more than a thousand 
years old, will follow the way to Santiago this year, to pray 
before the shrine. of St. James. the Apostle, and gain the 
special indulgences. : 


A HOLY YEAR is declared in Santiago each year that the 
feast of St. James the Apostle falls on a Sunday. .So the Holy 
Years come at odd intervals of 6-5-6-11 years apart. More 
than two million pilgrims visited the shrine during 1965, the 
last Holy Year, and, according to Jose:Antonio Nunez de Las 
Cuevas, director of the Spanish National Tourist Office in San 
Francisco, five million are expected this year. 


Among the first of the 1976 pilgrims were a. group of 
Californians to whom Nunez acted as guide. We did not travel 
to Santiago on foot or on horseback, like the pilgrims of old, 
nor by the traditional routes from Navarre and Aragon. We 
flew in over green, granite-studded hills and rain-washed 
forests by courtesy of Transworld Airlines—in a too-rapid 
transition from the 20th century. t 


It was a transition reflected in-the city as well. It is a mosaic 
of the modern and the medieval which seems to characterize 
Galicia itself. New, glassfronted apartment blocks and 
ancient granite buildings; haute couture boutiques in narrow 
arcaded streets; modern traffic problems in cobblestoned 
Squares; a town hall which once housed bishops; good 
plumbing in 16th century hotels;.the ancient colleges where 
seminarians still learn theology, and the 12th century 
churches that still operate as parish centers. 


HOW IS IT that this lovely little town, relatively unknown 
outside Europe, should merit the distinction of being the third 
holy city in the world, after Rome and Jerusalem? Actually, as 
any Galician will tell you, the Holy Year of Santiago predates 
that of Rome by almost two centuries. It was proclaimed by 
Pope Callistus II in 1120. 


Santiago de Compostela is the oldest shrine in the western 
world and was the birthplace of Christianity in Spain. Later it 
became the center of resistance to Muslim power and of the 
political renaissance of Catholic Spain. 


‘According to legend, St. James came to northern Spain to 
preach the new Gospel of Christ to the pagan Celts of Galicia, 
then a Roman province. Although the Acts of the Apostles 
does not refer to the presence of James in Spain, the tradition 
was widespread in the early centuries of the Church. ; 
_ ‘AFTER SEVEN YEARS of preaching, it is said, St. James 

returned to Judea where he was condemned to death by 
Herod and beheaded. His disciples managed to-obtain the 
body and put it abroad a ship bound for the port of Iria, capital 
of Galicia. After several miraculous events a tomb was 
erected on a hill nearby which, ironically, had been the site of 
__ a Celtic castle and the scene of wild druidic rites.

The discovery revitalized the faith 
of the people and provided a rallying point for the Christians 
of Spain, then confined to this narrow strip at the north of the 
Muslim-occupied peninsula. Campus Stellae, “The Field of 
the Stars’’, or Compostela as it came to be known, emerged 


as the major place of pilgrimage in Europe. — 


A wooden church was built over the tomb, but later 
replaced by a stone basilica. The Moors, attracted by tales. of 
great riches donated to the shtine, sacked the town and tazed 


the basilica to the ground. In 1075, little more than 900 years" 


ago, work was started on the cathedral which stands in 
Santiago de Compostela today. 


OUR PILGRIMAGE began there, in the cathedral, where 
pilgrimages usually end. On the day of our arrival, we were 
invited to a formal ceremony of welcome by Archbishop Angel 
Suquia of Santiago and local dignitaries. Night was already 
falling over the town as we spashed across the square through 
dtiving rain from our 16th century hotel, the Hotel of Catholic 
Kings (‘‘El Hostal de los Reyes Catolicos’’). 


The architectural style of. the Cathedral has been- called 


shies 
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here in a sketch by F. Mayer. St. James is depicted in the 
center pillar beneath the huge carving of Christ. [Scale is 
indicated by inserted figure.]

‘The Pilgrimage School of Art’’ since it was created along the 
pilgrimage routes through France and Spain and is the 
culmination of a series of artistic experiments. It is built in the 
form of a Latin cross, with three broad aisles and soaring 
patabolic arches, renowned for their perfect proportions. In 
the course of centuries the cathedral has acquired a blend of 


. styles—Gothic, baroque and plateresque—that must be 


unique, but the interior and the facade of the Platerias remain 
superb examples of 11th century work. 


WE FORMED IN procession just inside the main entrance, 


under the Portico de la Gloria—the triple-arched masterpiece .., 


carved by Maestro Mateo in the 12th century, which is 
considered one of the world’s great artistic creations. Led by 


the three bishops of our party, Bishop Hugh A. Donohue ce 


Fresno, Bishop Merlin Guilfoyle of Stockton and Bishop: 
Norman McFarland of Reno, with Msgr. Thomas Early, vicar 
general of Monterey, and Father Richard Mangini, editor of 
the Catholic Voice, Oakland, we processed down the center 
aisle to the high altar where the archbishop waited. 


The sanctuary, where we were seated during the exchange 
of greetings, is dominated by the baroque reredos behind the: 
altar. At center, a huge seated statue of the apostle in silver 
and gold is surrounded by cherubim. Above, eight enormous

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cherubim hold aloft the massive carved and gilded.canopy. It 
is a startling, colorful and dramatic contrast to the quiet 
elegance of the arches and pillars of the Romanesque interior. 


But something even more dramatic awaited us! The 
formalities -concluded, we.were to witness the famous 


incensing of the naves—a ceremony originating in 1447 with - 


the gift of a giant silver incense burner by King Louis XI of 
France. This incense _burner—or ‘‘botafumiero’’—has long 
been symbolic of the Cathedral of Santiago de Compostela 
and there are references to it in the early pilgrims’ tales. 


THE INCENSING IS a relic of the Mozarabic rite commonly 


: ee: in Galicia up to the latter part of the 11th century and is 


served for the occasion of the feast of St. James and for 
events of special importance. A weighted rope is let down 


from a ceiling support and secured to the three-foot-high - 


thurible by several men in crimson caped robes. Five of the 
men that evening, took hold of the divided end-of the rope, 


‘while three others helped ladel incense onto the already hot 


coals. 


Smoke began to pour forth, the men pulled on the ropes, 
the chains extended and the great censer rose to a level just 
above the heads of the congregation now crowded into the 
aisles. As the men worked in confident rhythmn at the ropes, 
the ‘‘botafumiero’’ began to swing heavily across the 
transepts—in shallow arcs at first, then increasing in height 
“ momentum. Higher and higher, faster and. faster it 

ung, releasing clouds of incense, until it flew out level with 
the ceiling, 90 feet above. 


Just as it seemed certain that the impetus of the next swing 
must send it crashing through the roof or walls—as happened 
on two: or three occasions in the past—the momentum was 
almost imperceptibly checked and the huge vessel began to 
fall slowly, in perfectly controlled diminishing arcs. 


ONE OF THE MEN lunged forward in a kind of flying 
tackle, grabbed the chains, and hurling himself around 
bodily, brought the censer to an abrupt standstill by his own 
weight and counter-momentum. These men, whose skill is so 
necessary to the proper incensing, are all members of three 
local-families. The privilege of this function is reserved to the 
a” and its descendants in perpetuity, Initally, however, it 

3 not intended as a privilege but a penalty! 


Centuries ago, three local men falsely accused their bishop 
of ‘‘crimes too nefarious to relate’’ and were condemned, 
with their descendants, to permanent servitude at the 
cathedral. But today what was once a stigma of shame has 
become a mark of honor and commitment. 

We spent only two days in Santiago de Compostela, far too 
brief a time to explore the wide plazas around the cathedral, 
particularly that of the Platerias—the Silversmiths—where 
still today silver and jet is offered for sale; the granite church 
founded by St. Francis of Assisi himself; the 10th century 


‘monastery of San Pinarion and so much more. As someone 


said, ‘‘The town itself is a: museum!’’. 


BUT FOR THE PILGRIM, there are traditions to observe. 
iw first took us back to the Portico de la Gloria, that 
magnificent legacy of the past, and its three superbly carved 
arches, rampant with hundreds of figures depicting the Last 
Judgment and the triumph of Christianity. Prophets, ‘saints, 
angels and children are arranged in natural, relaxed attitudes 
on the-pillars and arches, smiling, lounging, engaged in 
conversation. Maestro Mateo has brought a remarkable 
realism and humanness to his characters. 

It was here, they say, that the ‘‘prophet Daniel’s smile’’ 
heralded a new spirit that was to inspire the western’ world. 
On the center pillar, there is a representation of the ‘‘Tree of 
Life’’ which twines up towards a seated figure of St. James. 
Whether by accident or design, five indentations separating 
the roots of the tree correspond exactly to the placement of 
the fingers of the human hand. 

is traditional for pilgrims to press their hands to the pillar 
and fit the fingertips into these niches. Time and the pressure 
of millions of hands have worn the alabaster smooth and the 
indentations deep, so that the stone seems to grip and hold 
gently in return. Looking up at the animated mass of 
humanity portrayed above, with the central figure of 
Christ—big, square, broad-cheekboned, with the hands of a 
working man—it seemed as though this. simple gesture

reaffirmed our unity with all mankind and its common destiny 
in Christ. 


BUT MAESTRO MATEO’S humor and practicality does not © 


allow much time for reflection. Behind this same pillar, he has 
placed his signature, a granite statue of himself, head bowed 
as if in contemplation or—maybe—sleep, after his labors. 
This is the ‘‘Statue of the Bumps’’. Here pilgrims will touch 
their heads to the bent head of the master, in the hope that 
some of his genius will rub off on them! 


To visit the shrine of the apostle, we squeezed through a 
narrow door beside and below the altar which leads to the 
crypt beneath, and the silver casket containing the remains of 
St. James and two disciples. Their authenticity was finally . 
established by Pope Leo XIII’s Papal Bull in 1884. The tiny 
room allows barely space for four or five persons at one time, 
so there was time only for a brief prayer before moving on. 


A few paces away another doorway feads behind the 
reredos and the huge statue of the apostle. For this final act of 


devotion, pilgrims reach across the broad shoulders of the - 


statue in its unyielding gold cape, and embrace Santiago in a 
warm, ‘‘Galician’”’ hug. 


NOW, SURELY, ALL the indulgences have been gained! _ 


Certainly the right to wear the cockleshell, ancient emblem of 
the pilgrimage to Santiago de Compostela, has been earned. 
The cockleshell figures wherever St. James is-honored. It 
figures even on representations of the saint himself—notably 
on the front facade of the cathedral and above the Holy Door, 
where he is shown in pilgrim dress, with staff, and

broad-brimmed, upturned hat with the cockleshell attached. 


The original significance of the cockleshell is obscure, but 
the province is rich in seafood and the shell was: reputedly 
used as a drinking cup by pilgrims. But Galicians will tell the 
story of the noble pilgrim who was washed out to sea while 
riding along the shore. His young wife’s prayers for her 
husband’s deliverance were so irresistible that the saint cast 
up his. body from the sea, unharmed but covered in 
cockleshells! 


Santiago de Compostela has roots “deep in Celtic 
mythology, and a history alive with tales of romance, passion 
and conflict, sly humor and a disarming acceptance. of the 
foibles of its heroes. But the shining thread in the tapestry is 
the fierce and enduring faith of the people and their 
single-minded devotion to their great saint. 


IT IS A PLACE where the genius of man has been 
magnificently caught in stone, for the glory of God. It is.an 
inspiring witness to the -power and strength of the Christian 
faith. It is also an. enduring testimony to the indomitable and 
resilient human spirit and its yearning. for transcendence. 


As we joined in the farewell, concelebrated Mass of our 
pilgrimage, it seemed that everything that could be said of 
Santiago de Compostela was being said here, in the words of 


, the eucharistic prayers echoing through those ancient naves. 


*“‘That we may share in the divinity of Christ who emptied 
himself to share in our humanity.’’ 


And that is what the Holy Year of Santiago de Compostela 
is all about.

Maccabees and Martyrdom 


Their meaning for today 


By Rabbi Marc H. Tanenbaum 


The spiritual and human interdependence 
of Christians and Jews as Biblically-coven- 
anted peoples is perhaps nowhere more 
decisively illustrated than in the struggle 
and martyrdom of the Maccabees for 
religious freedom. : 


When Antiochus IV Epiphanes gained 
control-over the Syrian kingdom, he worked 
vigorously to strengthen the power of his 
kingdom through political and military 
activity, focusing especially in recovering 
land from Ptolemaic Egypt through armed 
conflict in 169-168 B.C. Palestine was at the 
crossroads of Syria and Egypt, and as the 
main base for Antiochus’ military campaigns 
in the Nile Valley, the Syrian Emperor was 

- particularly determined to assimilate the 
Jewish population of Judea and of all 
Palestine to Hellenistic culture, religion, and 
ways of life as a means of forging loyalty to 
his regime. 


THE SYRIAN monarch set about trans- 
forming Jerusalem, the Jewish capital, into 
a pagan, polytheistic Greek. “‘polis’’ by 
introducing into the holy city foreign 
heathen settlers and their idol worship. In 
167 B.C., Antiochus issued royal decrees 
that outlawed the Jewish religion. 


Anyone found in possession of a Torah 

_ scroll—the Bible—was executed. Mothers 
- who circumcised their infant sons (as Mary 
and Joseph were to do with Jesus) were 
killed and the babes hung by the neck. 


Others were burned to death in caves where. 


they had gathered in order to observe the 
Sabbath or the feast days. In addition, 
Antiochus demanded that the Jewish people 
take part in pagan worship, and venerate the 
Syrian empericr as god. 


’ All these practices were deeply offensive 
to believing Jews in Judea where for 
hundreds of years after prophetic ‘agitation 
and protest, polytheism and idolatry had 
been uprooted from Judean soil. The priestly 
family of Mattathias and his son, Judah the 
Maceabee, profoundly loyal to the Jewish 
religion, launched a rebellion of “‘the few 
against the many’’ which finally resulted in 
the repulsion of Antiochus’ generals and his 
armies. Gis 


_JUDEA, historians tell us, was the first to 
succeed among many: nations in the Syrian 
Empire in freeing itself from foreign 
subjugation, and thereby contributed decis- 
ively to the disintegration of totalitarian rule. 


The achievenients of the Maccabees in 
both the spiritual and human realms were 
tremendous and hold many implications for 
us, Christians and Jews, today. As indicated 
in the books of the Maccabees (1:64; IlI:8), it 
was due to the military genius of the 


Maccabees ‘‘under the favoring guidance of 


God,”’ that the Jewish people and Judaism 
were saved from the danger of extermina- 


tion. 


The Christian scholar, R.B: Townshend, 
acknowledges that ‘‘the blood of the. 
Maccabean martyrs who saved Judaism: 
ultimately saved Christianity for ‘had 
Judaism as a religion perished under the 
Antiochine persecution...the seed-bed of 
Christianity would -have been lacking.’ ”’ 
(Maccabean Martyrs: Early Christian Atti- 
tudes by the Rev. Donald F. Winslow, 
Judaism, Winter 1974.) 

IN SHORT, the Maccabees were the first _ 
fighters for freedom of conscience in the 
ancient world. In their victory over the forces 
that sought to establish by totalitarian power 
a single religion or ideology for all peoples in 
the Syrian Empire, they helped establish the 
right of freedom of conscience for every 
group, as well as the principle of religious 
and cultural pluralism. 


It is no accident that the Feast of 
Hanukkah, which commemorates the victory 
of the Maccabees, has assumed such 
importance as a source of inspiration and 


_hope for Jews in every period of persecution. 


Today, Hanukkah is such a parable of hope 
in the face of threat and suffering among 
millions of Jews in Israel, the Soviet Union, 
in Arab countries, and elsewhere where the 
right to existence and human rights are 
being threatened or denied. 


“It is within the literature of the ancient 


Christian Church,’’ Rev. Winslow writes, © 


“that we find the most persistent and deeply 
felt recognition of the herioc deeds of the 
Maccabean martyrs.’’ Such Church Fathers 
as Cyprian, Origen, Augustine and Gregory 
of Nazianus- honored the Maccabees 
‘““because of their patient endurance for the 
sake of the tradition of their fathers.”’ 


WHEN CHRISTIANS observe the Feast 
Day of the Maccabees on August Ist, they 
might do well to join with Jews in pondering 
what obligations the example of sacrifice and 
struggle of the Maccabees imposes on us 
today in securing the rights to freedom of 
conscience, human rights, in the context of 
world pluralism for all of God’s children who 
are suffering from persecution and injustice. .

Bible profiles: Jeremiah 


God‘s name is" 
like a fire burning — 
deep in his heart |

Jeremiah was born: in Anantoth, a 
retirement village for clergy, several miles 
north of Jerusalem. As a youth he was 
bashful, sensitive and as withdrawn as the 
cloistered village in which he found himself. 
He was well aware that the world around 
him was in terrible shape and he dreaded the 
hour when he knew, as he realized he must, 
become involved in the tragic destiny of his 
people. ¢ 

He was 20 when he experienced the 
mysterious inner call to prophecy. Any’ 
doubts about his call were dispelled by two 
visions, Along his favorite walking path he 
sees a lovely almond tree coming to bloom. 
God speaks to him from the tree. Just as new 
life appears from these sleeping-branches, 
so the Lord’s power is about to be felt. 


HE THEN saw a caldron boiling over. The 
Lord’s wrath will boil over in the person of 
an enemy that will sweep over the people of 
God. Thus the young Jeremiah stumbles 
into the center of a public life which will give 
him nothing but grief for the next 40 years. 
As far as we can tell, no prophet suffered 
more personal humiliation, torturous self 
doubt and physical abuse than Jeremiah. 
Tradition calls him the ‘‘Father of Saints.”’ 
And many believe the ‘‘suffering servant’’ 
described in Isaiah 53 is Jeremiah. 

He began his preaching career during-the 
reign of Manasseh who was. probably the 
worst king Judah ever had. Manasseh aided 

_and abetted idolatry and adultery and public 
corruption of all sorts. During his reign, an 
underground religious movement put to- 
gether an expansion of the moral code that 


surfaced as part of the book of Deuteronomy © 


~ in the reign of the next king, named Josiah. 


Josiah was as good as Manasseh had been 
bad. In an effort to purify worship of all 
idolatry and keep control over the 
ceremonial, Josiah closed down all shrines in 
Judah and insisted that only in Jerusalem 
could any worship be held. His reform 
adopted. the work of the underground 
holiness code mentioned above. 


JEREMIAH AT first liked what Josiah- 


was doing but soon noticed that the liturgical 
reform did not bring about a heart renewal of 
the people. They were so deeply corrupted 
by years of superstition that they simply 
turned the Temple into-a massive rabbit’s 
foot which just needed to be rubbed for a 
blessing. =n 


What they say about it... 


“It is not possible for Christians to take part in anti-Semitism. We are Semites 


This is the background of his * dramatic 
‘Temple Sermon’’ in chapter 7 where he 


denounces the people for religious external-- 


ism. Better that they work at circumcising 
their hearts and opening themselves to a 
spiritual conversion. 


The remaining 30 years of his life was one 
of constant protest. It was one long night of 
the soul for him. ‘‘Why is my _ pain 
continuous, my wound incurable, refusing to 
be healed?’’ (Read 15:10-21 and 20:7-18 to 
hear an account of personal spiritual 
anguish, supreme in the annals of spiritual 
confessional literature.) 


DESPITE THE pain his unpopular stand 
caused, he could not in all honesty do 
otherwise. ‘‘I say to myself, I will not 
mention God. I will speak his name no more. 
But then it becomes like fire burning in my 
heart. I grow weary of holding it in. But the 
Lord is with me like a mighty champion. Sing 


to the Lord. Praise the Lord’ (20:9, 11, 13). : 


Forbidden to speak any more in the 
Temple, he sent a copy of his thoughts to 


King Jehoiakim. The monarch refused to_ 


pay attention. With his knife he tore up 
Jeremiah’s sermon and burned it. He put 
the prophet in the stocks. He scourged him. 
But he could not silence him. 


Jeremiah said that now the best thing that 
could happen would be for Babylon to take 
over Jerusalem. Only such humiliation could 
purify them now. Then a Davidic messiah 
would come to save them someday. To show 
his faith in the future, he purchased a new 
plot of land while still in jail. — 


IT’S EASY to see why he was disliked. 


His Temple Sermon dismissed the presumed 


religious reform as mere window dressing. . 


His political observations sounded like plain 
treason. The people were apparently too far 
gone to be any longer open to spiritual 
renewal. Their death wish plunged them into 
the chaos of the Babylonian deportation. ~ 


With the fall of Judah, Jeremiah. was 
transferred to an Egyptian jail, where 


tradition says he was stoned to death. The - 


life, passion and death of Jeremiah meant a 


an old testament foreshadowing of the 
sufferings and death of Jesus. 


Jeremiah is not remembered for his 
teaching so much as for his spiritual witness 
and martyrdom. He remains one of history’s 
greatest examples of personal faith. We 
need this Father of Saints today.

Al final del Libro de Nehemias (433 A.C.: 
la historia biblica contiene un_ eclipse 
literario que termina en el ano 175 A.C. con 
el-comienzo de los Libros de los Macabeos.

ESTOS EVENTOS dependian de las 
conquistas de Alejandro el Grande, un 
principe Macedonio cuyo padre, Felipe 
habia impuesto su control sobre casi todos 
los estados Griegos independientes antes de 
su asesinato en el 336 A.C. Alejandro 
sucedio al trono a la edad de 18 anos.

Spiritual pit stops important for priests

REDLANDS. — Perhaps 
‘even more than lay people 
priests need time to refuel 
and refurbish their spiritual 
lives. And last month 44 
priests from across the 
diocese gathered at El Car- 
melo Retreat House here to 
do just that. 


But as dedicated spiritual 
leaders of diocesan Catholic 
-communities, why should 
priests need to go on 
retreats? ‘‘Both priests and 
lay people need a time of 
solitude and thought to 


evaluate their spiritual stat- 
us,’’ said one _retreatant, 
Father Thomas Meagher, 
Sunnymead pastor. 


DURING A retreat, he 
said, ‘‘a priest gets a sense 
of direction in his ministry. 
In. everyday dealings with 
people, a priest may become 
jaded, but a retreat gives him 
new perspective and in- 
creases his personal spiritual 
development.”’ 


Father Emery Tang, OFM, 
of the Franciscan Communi- 
cations Center, Los Angeles, 
conducted the retreat at the 
El Carmelo retreat center 


operated by the Carmelite 
Fathers. 

At the four-day retreat, 
Father Tang led four confer- 
ences on spiritual topics. In 
addition the priest-retreat- 
ants concelebrated daily 
Mass and broke for periods 
of silence, prayer and medi- 
tation. 

Each priest in the diocese 
is urged to make at least one 
retreat each year and the one 
just completed at El Carmelo 
was only one of several 
offered throughout the year 
in different locations for the 
priests serving in the dio- 
cese.

Cathedral Plaza includes laundry facilities, 
underground parking and recreation rooms 
on the 16th floor. The recreation rooms are 
spacious, with comfortable furniture, kitch- 
en and restroom facilities. ‘‘And one of the 
residents is a retired librarian and with her 
help we are building up a tee Fisher 
noted. 


ADDITIONALLY the plaza has full-time 
resident managers, Mr. and Mrs.’ William 
Thayer, who are responsible for the 
day-to-day administration of the complex. 


The plaza also has a complete dining room 
for the residents, but the facility, which 
offers two meals a day, has been the source 
of much conflict. 


“The dining room is a lovely facility,” 
Fisher explained, ‘‘but the cost runs to $70 a 
month for meals there. That is a good price, 
but much too expensive for. many of the 
residents who can eat more cheaply 
preparing their own meals.”’ 


FOR THE FIRST few months the diocese 
had asked residents to support the dining 
room, ‘‘but now support by the residents is 
voluntary,’’ said Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, 
diocesan chancellor and president of 
Cathedral Plaza Corporation. ; 


He pointed out that while the diocese 
understands and is sympathetic with the 
residents’ problems, the feeling is that “‘the 


dining room is important to ensure both that 
the residents are provided with proper 
nutrition and to provide them with an 
opportunity for recreation and socializing.”’ 


Msgr. Eagen said the corporation has 
obtained a 25 per cent rent subsidy for 
nearly 100 plaza residents in hopes that it 
will better enable them to afford to use the 
dining room. 


HE ALSO NOTED that the diocese 
encouraged plaza residents to form their 
own council of which Fisher is president. 
‘‘The purpose of the council,”’ Fisher said, 
‘tis to deal with matters relating to the 
welfare and good of all the tenants and to 
organize entertainment and recreational 
activities.”’ 


With Cathedral Plaza, Msgr. Eagen said, 
‘‘we feel we are offering a vital service not 
only to senior citizens, but also to their 
families and to the community.”’ 


He also noted that the plaza is filled ar 
that there is a long waiting list of prospective 
residents. ‘‘We have had some problems, 
but with any project of this size some 
problems are bound to occur. But we will be 
able to work ‘them out.’ 


The Fishers agree that life at Cathedral 
Plaza is lovely, and the success of the project 
has been such that ‘‘the diocese has applied 
for federal financing to build another 
high-rise for the elderly in San Bernardino,”’ 
Msgr. Eagen said.

French penetration of the Upper Lakes. 
region dates from 1634, when Jean Nicolet 
arrived in the Green Bay region of 
Wisconsin. Father Rene Menard was there, 
in 1660, to work among the Iroquois at 
Chequamegon Bay, and with his disappear- 
ance (and presumed martyrdom), the post. 
went to the legendary Claude Allouez. 


Outposts were soon established in 
Michigan along the Saint Joseph River; in 
Minnesota on Lake Pepin; near present-day 
Lafayette, and on Sandusky Bay in Ohio. By 
1673, there were 1,800 Christian Hurons and 
Ottawans living at San Ignace Mission‘on the 
northern shore of the Straits of Mackinac. 


FRANCISCAN Recollects were at work in 
Detroit, as early as 1701, when Father 
Nicholas Delhalle became that town’s 
pastor. His little congregation at Saint 
Anne’s evolved into the first permanent 
white parish in the west. 


Illinois country 


-The narrow belt of land extending from 
Lake Michigan to the mouth of the Ohio 
River was peopled by a confederation of 
tribes known as the Illinois. Among the 
missionaries working in that area was Father 
Jacques Marquette who opened the mission 
of the Immaculate Conception near. today’s 
Utica. 


Rene Robert Cavalier La Salle and 
Franciscans Louis Hennepin, Zenobe Mem- 
bre and Gabriel de la Ribourde came upon 
the village of the Kaskaskias, in 1679, 
although it was fully another decade before 
an establishment was made there. 


PIERRE GIBAULT laid the foundations 
for St. Francis Xavier church on the Wabash 
at Vincennes, Ind., and, in 1792, Benedict 
Joseph Flaget launched a new phase of the 
long French tradition on the frontiers. 


In many respects the Illinois mission was 
the most successful of the French efforts to 
convert the natives of North America. Not so 
thrilling a narrative as that of the Huron 


mission, nor so involved in political history . 


as that of the Abenaki, the story of the 
Illinois mission is nevertheless a story of 
untiring devotion to the soul of the Indian.

New York 
France’s influence in New York was 


confined almost exclusively to the work of . 


the Jesuits among the Iroquois. And even St. 
Isaac Jogues, the founder of the Mohawk 
mission, is known in history more for his 
sufferings than for his labors: 


_A critical ‘estimate of the French 
contribution to American Catholicism could 
to include an unbounded 
‘admiration for their heroic and unflinching 
endurance. Nonetheless, the number of 
converts won to the Faith was relatively 
small. 


’ English colonies 


The last of the European. powers to 
establish itself in the New World was 
England, a thoroughly Protestant nation at 
the beginning of the 17th .century. 


THAT THERE was a deep religious 
motivation behind the founding of the 
English colonies in North America is, of 
course, altogether true. But this motivation 
was anything but Catholic, and ‘‘papists’’ 
figured in the English plan only negatively. 

The story of Catholicism in colonial 


English America can be reduced to four 
main points. First, a universal anti-Catholic 


bias was brought to Jamestown in 1607 and - 


remained to be cultivated in all the 13 
colonies from Massachusetts to Georgia. 


Secondly, a small body of Catholics, 
mostly English and Irish, who settled on the 
Atlantic Coast managed to cling to their 
religious faith; thirdly, the Catholic minority 
in their brief tenure of power introduced the 
principles of religious toleration, and finally, 
the absence of domination by any one of the 
varying Protestant churches fostered the 
principle of religious freedom for all.

One hundred and 
eighty-nine color plates help the adventur- 

’ ous identify almost that many different 
plants. The authors give the scientific 
names, the popular English and Spanish 
names, and a brief description of the uses of 
the plants. 


The valuable introductory material in- 
cludes an essay on the geology of the region 
by Professor Richard P. Phillips.
